BY TELEGRAPH! 


The recent decision ot Justice Brewer of 


tboUnited States Circuit Court iu Nebraska, 
in the case ot the United Stutes ngainst the 
Union Pacific Company, m.»y be the means 
ot breaking np the telegraph monopoly 
west of the IvIisHOiin river. 
The decision 


ia to the effect that under the Acts of Con- 
gress ot July 1. 186J ami July 2, 1864. and 
the Act of August 7, 1888, which is amend- 
fttory of an 1 supplemental to the others, 
*!1 land grant and aubsiJ'zwl railriw's are 
required to maintain and operate telegraph 
lines of their own for the convenience of 
the pnblie, which they cannot legally let-.se 
to any other company to be operated. 
In 


fact the decision means that under the law 
it ia &3 much the duty ot land grant an J 
subsidized railroads such ad the Union Pa- 
oiflo ond Central Pacific, to nmiut >ia a tel- 
egraph line for the convenience ol the pub- 
lic aa it is to operate a railroad liu». 
£,.While Justice Brewer is one of tho Jub- 
tioes of the Supreme Court of the Umt"d 
States, his decision in the Circuit Coun is 
not firm!, and po^ibly tt may be revcrred 
by the Supreme Conrt, to which it wi'l 
doubtless be appeals^ ns it affecti nil the 
•nbjidi/.-d 
rnilronds 
nnd the Western 


Union Telagrtpb Cumi-aoy. 
A similar 


Bait has becu brought against the Central 
PfjoiQo and ia now pending in the Circnit 
Conrt of tb- IT nit uil States ut San FrnncUco, 
which in all probability will decide IB did 
Justice lirower.

wi I be remembered that from the 


time o! the completion of the Central acd 
Union Pacific roads iu I860, up to nbont 
1878, the railroad and Western Union 
opeiated separate telegraph Hoes, and there 
vrero two press associations which fur- 
nished telegraph news. Since the consoli 
datiou Inert- has been but ono telegraph line 
for the transmission of press report and 
private message?. Tho result is a monop 
oly which diaoriminatos, according to re 
port, between newspapers givicg favorites 
advantages not extended to all. 


It H beiioved that if tho Biewer decision 


ia sustained by the Supreme Court the 
Postal Telegraph, which extouda as lar 
West as Denver, will ba extended by 
Mackay & Bennott through Utah and Ne- 
vada to California, as the railroads would 
be obliged to give them the same privileges 
they accord the Western Union Company. 
This would cheapen telegraph, service anc; 


give employment to double the present 
Dumber of operatives, as lower rates would 
increase tho business.

House Proceeding*. 


WASHINGTON, April 4.—The House to- 


rt '.y passed the Chinese exclusion bill by o 
vote of 170 .yeas to 42 nays. 


At 3 o'clock tho House went into Corn- 


mi'tea of the Whole ou tho free wool bill. 
Springer appealed for the first lime in 
Several weeks to make the closing argu- 
ment on the bill.

Springer said the Committee on Wajs 


aud Means asked the Bureau of Statistics 
to furnish a statement showing the prices 
of v, ool ot like quality in tlie United States 
and Europe during JLc existence of the 
wool tariff from 1866 to this time. 
The 


Bureau referred ths mailer to 8. N. D 
North, the Secretary of the National Asso 
ciation of Wool Maaufactnrers, and special 
agents of the Census Office in charge of 
wool statistics, and that the Btatemot t fur- 
nished made a comparison between Ohio 
mejium washed wool and pait prices of 
the Au«traliau fleece, which are coii'iiiorert 
of substantially the same quality. These 
prices when reduced to a goIJ basis show 
that the prices of these parts at London 
and Boston vary iittlu from year to year to 
1800, except during the unusual ytari of 
1871 and 1872 iu which prices were un- 
usnaliy affected by speculation.

The fact that it is 
really lower in price than Australian wool 
show that American wool-growers do not 
receive any increase in price by reason of 
the tariff. 
Tho reason for this is that 


American woo! manufacturers do not man- 
ufacture from American wool exclusively, 
but mix with foreign wools, cotton, shoddy 
and other adulterants, as wool under the 
operation of the tariff cannot be exported. 
American wool-growers ara confined to a 
restricted market 
under 
the condition* 


that the manufacture of foreign and do- 
mestic wools are not in competition. They 
mum be ased together, complimenting each 
other for the manufacture of woolen goods 
acceptable to this market. 
With free 


wools the price of these goods wonld be 
reduced to the extent of the tariff on 
foreign wool* na«d in their manufacture. 
This decrease in price would largely in- i 
crease the manufacture and sale of such 
goods and BO increase the demand for 
American wools at the manufacturers, in 
other words, cheapening 
foreign 
wool 


by the removal of the taiiff benefits not 
only the wool grower and w»olen manu- 
facturer, but i« of advantage to the general 
public who are the oenenmprs. 


In conclusion Springer called attention 


to the fact that placing raw sogir on the 
free list in 1890 caused an increased con- 
sumption of sngar of nearly 24 per cent, in 
1891, and said that the passage of the pres- 
ent bill would have a similar effect ia in- 
creasing the consumption of woolen goods 
and cause the starling up of all establish- 
ments idle daring 1890, aid would give 
employment to 74,000,000 of capital, caus- 
ing aa increase in the me of materials 
worth $48,000,000 and a demand for Gl,- 
000,000 pounds of domeatio and 27,000,000 
pounds more of foreign wool, and give em- 
ployment fo 52.000 hand*

From first to last thp 
fight was fiercely coutea'led, nr.d nothing 
hot those pottnt inflaenepp, which Wall 
Street knows BO well how louse, have com- 
passed oar defeat. 


The vote on tabling tbe bill wtis a sur-
